Way fo proper or effectual, as that of preventing for the 
future thofe Frauds by which the publick Revenues have been 
fo much injured in Times paft. I know, that whoever 


attempts to remedy Frauds, attempts a Thing, that muft 
be very difagreeable to all thofe who have been guilty of 
them, or who expect a Benefit by fuch in Time to 


come, This, Sir, Iam fully fenfible of, and from this 
have fprung all thofe Clamours which have been raifed 


without Doors againft what I am now to propofe to you. 
The Smugglers, the fraudulent Dealers, and thofe who 
have for many Years been enriching themfelves by cheat- 
ing their Country, forefaw, that if the Scheme I am now 
to propofe took effect, their profitable Trade would be at 
an End; this gave them the Alarm, and from them I am 
perfuaded it is, that all thofe Clamours have originally pro- 
ceeded, | 

‘ In this ’tis certain, they have been moft ftrenuoufly af- 
fifted and fupported by another Sct of People, who, from 
Motives much worfe, and of much more dangerous Contfe- 
quence to their Country, are fond of improving every Op- 
portunity that offers for ftirring upthe People of Great-Bri- 
tain to Mutmy and Sedition. But, Sir, notwithftanding 
all the Clamours that fuch wicked and deceitful Men have 
been abie to raife, as the Scheme I have to propofe will be 
a great impravement to the publick Revenue, an Improve- 
ment of two or 300,000 /. per Ann, and perhaps more, 
and as it will likewife be of great Advantage to, the fair 
Trader, I thought it my Duty, not only as being in. the 
Station I am in, but alfo as being a Member of this Houle, 
to lay it before you; for no fuch Clamours fhalféver deter 
me from doing what I think is my Duty, or from. pro- 
pofing any Thing that J am convinced will be of fuch 
fignal Benefit to the Revenue, and to the Trade of my 
Country. 
‘It has been moft induftrioufly fpread abroad, that the 
Scheme I am now to propofe, was a Scheme for a General 
Excife, but I do aver that no fuch Scheme ever entered 
into my Head, nor, for what I know, into the Head of 
any Man I am acquainted with: | My T houghts were al+ 
ways contined folely to thofe two Branches of the Revenue 
arifing from the Duties on Wine and obacco, and it was 
the frequent and repeated Advices I had of the notorious 
Frauds committed in thefe two Branches of the Revenue, 
and the Clamours cyen of fome of the Merchants "6 
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felves, that made me turn my Thoughts particularly to- 
wards confidering thofe two Branches, in-order to find out, 
if poffible, fome Remedy for the growing Evil ; what I 
am now going to propofe will, I believe, if agreed to, be 
an effectual Remedy ; but if 1 now fail in what I am to pro- 


pofe, it will be the laft that will ever be made, either by 


me, or by any that fhall fucceed me in the Station I am 
now 

© At prefent, Sir, I fhall lay before you only the Cafe as 
it now ftands with Refpeét to the ‘Tobacco-T’rade, and the 
Revenue arifing therefrom ; and here ‘it will be neceflary 
frft to confider the Condition of our Planters of Tobacco 
In America; if we can believe them, if we can give any 
Credit to what they themfelves fay, we muft conclude, that 
they are reduced almoft to the laft Extremity, they are re- 


duced even almoft to a State of Defpair, by the many 


Frauds that have been committed in that Trade, by the 
heavy Duties which the Importers of Tobacco are obliged 
to pay upon Importation, and by the ill Ufage they have 
met with from their Fa€tors and Correfpondents here in 
England, who from being their Servants are now become 
their Lords and Mafters. Thefe poor People have tent 
home many Reprefentations of the bad State of their Af- 
fairs, and have Jately fent over a Gentleman with a Re- 
monftrance fetting forth their Grievances, and praying for 
fome fpeedy Relief: This they may obtain by Means of 
the Scheme I intend now to propofe, and I believe it 
from this Scheme only that they can expect any Relief. 

© The next Thing we are to confider, is the State of the 


‘ ‘Tobacco-T rade, with Regard to the fair Trader , the Man

‘ fuftained by the Publick, by means of the Frau 


who deals honourably and fairly with the Publick, as well 
2s with private Men, the Man who honeftly pays all thofe 
Duties which the Publick is juftly entitled to, finds him- 
felf prevented and foreftalled almoft in every Market with- 
in the Ifland, by the Smuggler, and the fraudulent Dealer ; 
and even as to our foreign Trade in Tobacco, thofe who 
have no Regard to Honour, to Religion, or to the Welfare — 
of their Country, but are every Day contriving Ways and 
Means for cheating the Publick by Perjuries and falfe 
Entries, are the greateft Gainers, and it will always be fo, 
unlefs we can fall upon fome Way of putting it out of thew 
rthe Aiture,

And laftly, Sir, we ough pein 
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ted in the Tobacco-Trade, and the Addition that muf 
certainly be made tothe publick Revenue, if thofe Frauds 
can be prevented in Time tocome. By this Addition we 
may be enabled to relieve the Nation from fome of thofe 
Taxes which it has laboured under fo many Years ; 
whereas, as the Cafe now ftands, the innocent and 
the honeft Part of the Nation are charged with Taxes 


and the Smugglers could be any Way obliged to pay that 
which is juftly due by them tothe Publick. This, Sir, will 
I am convinced, be the Effect of the Scheme I am to pro- 
pofe to you, and whoever. therefore viev's in its proper 
Light, muft fee the Planters, the fair Traders, and the 
Publick ranged upon one Side in fayour of it ; and none but 
the unfair Traders and the Tobacco-Factors upon the other. 
‘I fhall beg Leave to mention to you, Sir, fome of thofe 
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in fuch Cafes Gentlemen ought always to confider what 
Evidence it is impoffible to bring, what Evidence it is by 
the Nature of the Thing unreafonable to expect. 

Then he went through and gave a moft exact Account of 
the feveral Frauds which had been praétifed of late Years in 


the Tobacco-Trade, from which he made Calculations of the — 
Lofs the Publick thereby faftained, particulalarly that of get- 


ting the Tobacco weighed at an under Weight upon Impor- 
tation, and getting it weighed again upon Exportation at 2 
‘Weight much above what it ought to be: ‘ A particular 
* Inflance of this Fraud (fays he) Sir, we came lately to the 
“ Knowldge of by mere Accident: One Midford, who 
€ had been a confiderable Tobacco-Merchant in the Citys 
“ happened to fail, ata Time when he owed a large Sum 
“ of Money upon Bond to the Crown, whereupon an Ex- 
© tent was iffued out unmediately againft him, and thereby 
© the Government got ?oflefion of all his Books, by which 
“the Fraud he had been guilty of was difcovered ; for tt 
“ appeared, as may be feen by one of his Books I have in 
© my Hand,’ (whereupon he fhewed one of this Midford $ 
Books to the Committee) ¢ that upon the Column where the 
© falfe Quantities which had been entered at the Impor- 
“ tation, by Collufion between him and the Officer, by 
“ which he paid or bonded the Duty payable upon Impor- 
* tation, a Slip of Paper had been fo artfully pafted ay 
* that it could not be difcovered, and upon this, Sip © 


which they would be free from, if the fraudulent Dealers: 


Frauds which have come to my Knowledge. The Evi- 
dence I have had of them is to me very convincing: But 
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Paper were written the real Quantities which were enter- 
ed, becaufe he was obliged to produce the fame Book 
when that Tobacco was entered for Exportation; but 
“ when upon Exportation the Tobacco was entered and 
* weighed according to the Quantities marked upon this 
“ Ship of Paper fo artfully pafted on as I have mentioned, 
‘ by which he got a Drawback, or his Bonds retired, to 
‘ near double the Value of what he had aétually paid Duty 
* for upon Importation. Yet, Sir, this Midford was as 
* honeft a Man, and as fair a Trader as any in the City 
* of London; I defire, Sir, not to be mifunderftood, I mean 
“ that before he failed, before thefe Frauds came to he dif- 
* covered, he was always reckoned as honeft a Man and as. 
¢ fair a Trader as any in the City of Lendon, or in any other 
* part of the Nation. | | 

After this he mentioned the feveral Frauds following, wiz. 
That of Re-landing the Tobacco after it was fhipped off 
for Exportation. That of Socking of Tobacco, which was 
a Cant-word ufed for ftealing and fmuggling it out of the 


Ships after their Arrival in the River, before they were un- 
loaded at the Cuftom-houfe. That of ftripping the Leaves 


from the Stalks, and afterwards fplitting and preffing the 
Stalks by an Engine contrived for that Purpofe, and then 
exporting them. That of giving Bonds for the Duty pay- 
able upon Importation, whereby the Government had loft 
feveral larze Sums by the Failure of Payment of fuch Bonds. 

That of the rich Moneved-men making Prompt-pay ments, 
by which the Publick was obliged to allow them Ten per 
Cent, Difcount as to the Duties, and by entering the To- 
bacco foon after for Exportation, they drew back the whole 
Duties, fo that the Government actually loft Ten per Cent. 
upon all the Tobacco that had been fo entered. 

© Thefe Frauds, Sir, (fays he) are notorious, moft of them 

are known to the whole World ; and as the Laws of the 

Cuftoms have been found ineffectual for the preventing 
of fuch Frauds, therefore it is propofed to add the Laws 
of Excife to the Laws of the Cuftoms, and by Means of 
both it is probable, it is I may fay certain, that all fuch 
Frauds will be prevented in time to come, 

‘ The feveral Subfidies and Impofts now payable upon 
© Tobacco, by feveral Acts of Parliament for that Purpofe 
© made, ftand, Sir, thus;’ (here he went thro’ and gave an 
Account of the feveral Acts of Parliament for laying Du- 
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houfe-keeper to be appointed by the. faid ‘Commiffionefs 


it appears that the Duties now payable upon Tobacco on 
Importation amount to 6d. and one third Part of a Pen- 
ny per Pound Weight, all which muft be paid down in | 
ready Money upon Importation, with the Allowance of 
ten per Cent. upon Prompt-payment, or otherways there 
muft be Bonds given with fufficient Sureties for the Pay- 
ment thereof, which is often a great Lofs to the Publick, _ 
and is always a great Inconvenience to the Merchant- 
Importer ;_ whereasby*what I am to propofe, the whole 
Duties to be paid for the future wil] amount to no more 
than 4d. and gree Farthings per Pound Weight, and this 
Duty notto be paid till the Tobacco comes to be fold 
for Home-confumption, fo that if the Merchant exports 
his ‘Tobacco, he will. be quite free from all Payment éf 
Duty, or giving Bond therefore, or finding out proper 
Sureties for joining with him in fuch Bond ; he will have | 
nothing to do but to reload his ‘Tobacco on board a Ship 
for cid a without being at the Trouble to attend 
for having his Bonds cancelled, or for taking out Deben- 
tures for the Drawbacks ; all which I conceive, Sir, mutt | 
be a great Eafe to the fair Trader, and to every fuch 
Trader the preventing of Frauds muft be a great Advan- 
tage, becaufe it will put all the Tobacco-T raders in Bri- 
tain upon the fame Footing, which is but juft and equal, 
a what ought certainly to be accomplifhed, if it be pof- 
ible. 

‘ Now, Sir, in order to make this Eafe effectual to the 
fair Trader, and to contribute to his Advantage by pre- 
venting as much as poffible any Frauds in time to come, 
[ propofe, as I have faid, to join the Laws of Excife to 
thofe of the Cuftoms, and to leave the one Penny, oF 
rather three Farthings per Pound, called the Further Sab- 
fidy to be ftill charged at the Cuftom-houfe upon the Im- 
portation of any Tobacco, which three Farthings hall 
be payable to his Majefty’s Civil Lift as heretofore ; and 
I propofe that all Tobacco for the future, after being — 
at the Cuftom-houfe, and charged with the faid three Faf- 

things per Pound, fhall be lodged in a Warehoufe or Ware- 


houfes; to be appointed by the Commiffioners of the Ex- 


cife for that Purpofe, of which Warchoufe, the Merchant 
Importer fhall have one Lock and Key, and the Ware- 


fhail have another, in order that the Tobacco may lie fafe 


in that Warehoufe; ‘till the Merchant finds a aes’ 
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‘it, either for Exportation or Home-confumption: 
“af his Market be for Exportation, he may apply to his 
* Warehoufe-keeper, and take out as much for that Pur- 
" pofe as he has Occafion for, which when weighed at the 
* Cuftom-houfe, fhall be difcharged of the three F arthings 
“ per Pound with which it was charged upon Importation, 
* fo that the Merchant may then export it without any fur- 
‘ther Trouble: But if his Market be for Home-confump- 
“tion, that he fhall then pay the three Farthings charged 
‘ upon it at the Cuftom-houfe upon Importation, and that 
* then upon calling his Warehoufe-keeper he may deliver 
“it to the Buyer, on paying an Inland-duty of 4d. per 
* Pound-weight, to the proper Officer appointed to receive 
‘the fame. 

“ And whereas, Sir, all the Penalties and Forfeitures to 
“ become due by the Laws now in being for Aree 
“ the collecting of the Duties on Tobacco, or at Jeaft all 
“ that Part of them which is net given to the Informers, 
* now belong to the Crown, I now propofe, that all fuch 
* Penalties and Forfeitures, in fo far as they formerly be- 
* longed to the Crown, fhall for the future belong to the 
* Publick, and be applicable to the fame Ufes to which the 
—“ faid Duties fhall be made applicable by Parliament; and 
* for that Purpofe I have his Majefty’s Commands to ac- 
“ quaint this Houfe, that he, out of his great Regard for 
* the publick Good, with Pleafure confents that they thall 
* be fo applicd, which is a Condefcenfion in his Majefty, 

that I hope every Gentleman in this Houfe is fully fen- 
* fible of and will freely acknowledge. — | 

© I know, Sir, there has been an Objection made, I ex- 
* pect to hear it again made in this ne againft what 
* I now propofe: The Objection is this, that a great many 
of his Subjec per be fubjected to being tried in 
“a Multitude of Cafes by the Commiffioners o Excife, 
‘ from whom there is no Appeal, but to Commiffioners of 
‘ Appeal, or to Juftices of Peace in the Country, all na- 
‘ med by the King and removeable at Pleafure, from whom 
‘ the Appellants cannot expect to meet with any Juftice or 
“ Redrefs. I am far from thinking there is any ground 
© for this Complaint, I am far from thinking that any Man 
‘ ever had a juft Reafon to fay that he was wronged or 
* unjuftly dealt with, either by the Commiffioners of Ap- 
‘ peal, or by the Juftices of the Peace at their Quarter- 


* Seifions ; but in. order to obviate any Objection 
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Nature, I propofe that all Appeals in this Cafe, as wel] 
as in all other Cafes relating to the Excife, fhall for the 
future be heard and determined by two or three of the 
Judges to be named by his Majefty, out of the twelve 
Judges belonging to Wefiminfer-hall; and that in the 
Country all Appeals from the firft Sentence of his Ma- 
jefty’s Juftices of the Peace, fhall be to the Judge of 
Affize upon the next Circuit which fhall come into that 
Country, who fhall in all Cafes proceed to hear and de- 
termine fuch Appeals in the moft fummary Way, with- 
out the Formality of Proceedings in Courts of Law and 
Equity. From fuch Judges, Sir, and froni fuch a man- 
ner of Proceeding, every Man mutt expect to meet with 
the utmoft Difpatch, and with the moft impartial Juftice, 
and therefore I muft think, that what I now propofe can 
be no Inconvenience to thofe who may thereby be fub- 
jected to the Laws of Excife, but that if there was for- 


-merly any ground of Complaint, it may be a great Re- 


lief to thofe who are already fubjeéted to fuch Laws. _ 

* ‘This, Sir, is the Scheme which has been reprefented in 
fuch a dreadful and terrible Light: This, Sir, is the 
Monfter, that many headed Monfter, which was to de- 
vour the People and to commit fuch Ravages over the 
whole Nation. How juft it has been reprefented in fucha 
Light, I fhall leave to this Committee and to the whole 
World without doors to judge. I have faid, Sir, I will 
fay it again, that whatever Apprehenfions and Terrors 
People may have been brought under, from a falfe and mali- 
licious Reprefentation of what they neither did nor could 
poffibly know or underftand, I am firmly perfwaded, when 
they do come to know and fully to underftand the Scheme 
which I have now had the Honour to open to you, they 
will view it in another Light; and that if it has the good For- 
tune to be approved of by Parliament, and comes to take 
Effect, the People will foon feel the happy Canfequences 


thereof, and when they feel thofe good Effects, they will 


no longer think thofe People their Friends who have fo 
grofsly impofed on their Underftandings. a 


‘ I Jook upon it, Sir, as a moft innocent Scheme; J am ~ 


convinced it can be hurtful to none but Smugglers and un- 
fair Traders; I am certain it will be of great Benefit and 
Advantage to the publick Revenue ; and if I had thought 
otherwife of it, I never would have ventured to have pro 
pefed it in this Place; therefore, Sir, I thall now beg

as has been reprefented, even fuppofing that all Frauds 
were for the future to be thereby entirely prevented ; 
an confidering that no Method of Colleétion, no Pains 
or Penalties, that can be contrived, can be fuppofed effec- 
tual for preventing every Fraud that may in time to come 
be invented and fet on foot; we would have found no 
great [emptation for agreeing to any Scheme by which 
the Liberties of our Country may be brought into the 
leaft Danger, for the fake of any Advantage that we 
could fuppofe would have thereby accrued to, the publick 
Revenue.

But, Sir, it is well 
known, that it was the Merchants that difcovered it, 
the Merchants went and complained of it to the Com- 
mifioners of the Cuftoms, and the Merchants joined and 
affifted the Officers of the Cuftoms in putting an effectual 
Stop thereto. This I muft know, becaufe I had the 
Honour to goat the Head of feveral Merchants trading 
‘in Tobacco, to the Commiftioners of the Cuftoms, to re- 
* queft of them that we might be allowed to give a Gra- 
‘ tuity to one of their Officers who had been moft inftru- 
* mental in the deteéting and preventing of that Fraud, 
‘and accordingly I myfelf, Sir, paid that Officer a very 
“ handfome Sum of Money, which we all thought his Di- 


© ligence and Integrity very well deferved. 


‘ As to the Frauds committed at the Weighing of the 
‘ Tobacco either on Importation or Exportation, I am 4- 
“ fraid they are too frequent, but as the Tobacco is always 
* weighed upon the publick Cuftom-houfe Keys, where 
© Cuftom-houfe Officers fwarm like Bees before a Bee-hive, 
* and as there muft be two or three Officers of the Cuitoms 
attending and over-looking the weighing of every Cask ot 
Tobacco, we cannot fuppofe that thefe Frauds were ever 
fo enormous as they are reprefented to be. Whatever 
Frauds are committed in that Way, muft be either by the 
Neglect or the Collufion of the Officers, and I cannot {ce 
how the Scheme now propofed to us will make the Ofiicers 


either of the Cuftoms or the Excife more diligent in their 


Duty or more faithful to their Truft than they were hereto- 
fore. As tothe re-landing of Tobacco after it has been en- 


practifed at the Port of London, nor can it be pretended 
that any great Quantities of fuch Tobacco were ever 
confumed in London: That is a Practice that may perhaps 
have been. frequent in the Northern Parts of the Ifland, 
and in fome diftant Creeks and Corners of the Coatt, 
and while there is fuch a vaft Difproportion between the 


prime Coft and the Duties on Tobacco, I may pr ophefy 


that in fuch remote Places this will always be a Practice; | 


‘ It could not be prevented by ten times the Number of OF 


* ficers we have, even tho’ we had a much more —— 
1 rmy, 
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: Army, to fupport them, than we have at prefent. And 
. 28 for the ftripping, cutting, and preffing of the Stalks, 


and the Engine that has been invented for that Furpofe, 
if the honourable Gentleman mentioned it as a Fraud, or 
as alate Difcovery, he miftakes it very much ; on the con- 
trary, it is no Fraud, nor is it a late Difcovery; it isa 
Bufinefs that has been openly, honeftly, and publickly car- 
ried on far many Years; it is a Bufinefs that has im- 
proved our Tobacco-T rade, and is as common and as 
well known as the Bufinefs of a Woollen or a Linnen- 
Draper. 

‘ Permit me now, Sir, to take fome Notice of the To- 
bacco-Planters, and of the Hardfhips they are laid under 
by their Tobacco-Factors, who are it feems now become 
their Lords and Matters. Iam fure none of them ever 
thought of complaining till they were put upon it by Letters 
and by Application from hence, ‘There are Hardfhips in 
all Trades, which Men mutt neceffarily fubmit to, or give 


up their Bufinefs; but every Man that underftands the 


Tobacco-T rade muft fee, that the Hardfhips the Fattors 
labour under are by much the moft numerous and. the moft 
grievous ; and if this Scheme fhould take Effet, they will 
become fo grievous, that no Man would be able to con- 
tinue in the Trade, by which the blanters would be utterly 
undone, and the Trade quite loft to this Nation ; for it 
will be impoffible for them to manage their Plantations, 
or to fend their Produce to Britain, without having fome 


confiderab!e Merchants fettled here, to fend Ships.to receive ~ 


the fame in America, to receive and difpofe of it after it is 
landed here, and to fupply them with ready Money till 
their Tobacco can be brought to a proper Market. As to 
the Remonftrance mentioned by the honourable Gentle- 


man, to have been lately fent over by the Tobacco-Plan- - 
ters, I know, Sir, that is was obtained by Letters fent 


from hence, and I believe many of thofe who joined in it, 


now heartily repent of what they have done ; it was drawn 


up in the Form of a Petition to this Houfe, and was defign- 


ed to have been prefented, but it feems the Promoters of 


it have thought better of the Matter: However, that it 
was obtained in the unfair Manner I have reprefented, 


as Ea ready to prove ta the Conviétion of the whole 
orid, | 


‘ This then being the Cafe, as the Scheme now propofed 


fuppofed to be of any great 
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‘ publick Revenue, as it will be fo far from being an Advan= 


tage to the fair Trader, or to the honeft Planter, that it 


may probably ruin both, and entirely deftroy our Tobacco- 


Trade ; tho’ I and all honeft Men, (and I defy that ho- 
nourable Gentleman, I defy the whole World to reproach’ 
me with one unfair Practice, in the whole Courfe of my 
Life) I fay, Sir, tho’ I and all honeft Men with from 
our Hearts that Frauds may be prevented in this as «vell 
as in every other Branch of the publick Revenue, yet I 
cannot give my Affent to a Propofition that may be of fo 
dangerous Confequence; a Propofition which I look upon 


to be inconfiftent with our Conftitution ; I am convinced. 


it would prove to be a moft fatal Stroke to the Liberties of 
my Country, which will, I doubt not, be made plainly ap- 


pear by other Gentlemen, of much greater Abilities than 


mine ; and to every Man who has a Regard for his Coun- 
try, or for the People he reprefents, this laft muft be a 
fuficient Reafon for being againft it, even tho’ it were 
other ways the moft beneficial Scheme that had ever been 

* But, Sir, fince I look upon my being a Member of this 
Houfe, as the greateft Glory of my Life, fince I look. .

The Death of my Lord Southampton, and the Difgrace. 
and Banifhment of my Lord Clarendon made Room for new- 
Caufes of fealoufy and Diffatisfaction ; and the Effects in- 
creafed in Proportion. Thofe two noble Lords had ftood in the 
Breach againft Popery and foreign Politicks ; and what one of 
them faid of the other, That is Southampton of Clarendon, 


may beapplyed with Juftice to Both. They were true Protef- 


tants, and honeft Englifhmen. JV bil/t they where in Place, 
our Laws, our Religion, and our Liberties were in Safety. When 
thepwere removed, England felt the ill Effects of the Change; 
for when they were removed, all thefe were in Danger... 
How glorious a Panegyrick is this, in which the unanimous 
Voice of Pofterity does and muft agree ? It is preferable furely 
toall the Titles, and Honours, and Eftates, which tho/e illu- 
frious Patriots left behind them ; and fo I perfuade my felf it 
is efteemed by the young Noblemen, who are Heirs to their 
Virtues, as well as their Fortunes. | 
King Charles, and more than him the Dufe and the Popi/h 
Fa ftom were now at Liberty to form new Schemes ; or rather 
to purfue old ones, withJefs Referve, againft the Religion and 
Liberty of England. As foon as the famous Cabal had the 
whole Adminiftration of Affairs, thefe Defigns were pufhed, - 
alinoft without any Referve at all - - - I am not writing the 
Hidtory of this Reiczn ; nor have I undettaken any thing.

and his Sz/fer, the Dutchefs of Orleans, publifhed in 1682, as 
I think, and immediately fuppreffed, as well as the Hiftory 
of the Jefuit d’ Orleans, written on Mem<éyials furnifhed to 
him by King ames the Second, put the whcle Matter out of 
Difputey and even beyond the Reach of Cavil. It is fuffi- 
cient for my Purpofe to obferve that the Tide of Party, which 
hath run fo ftrongly for the Court, and.tiath been feldom fo 
much as flackened hitherto, began now to turn, and to run 
Year after Year more ftrongly the other Vay, 

When this Parliament fate down, (for it deferves our 
particular Obfervation that beth Houfes were full of Zeat 
for the prefent Government, and of Refentment againft the 
late Ufurpation) there was but one Party, in Parliament, and 
no other Party could raife its Head in the Nation. This 
migne have been the Cafe much longer; probably as long 
as King Charles had fate on the Throne, if the Court had. 
been a little honefter, or a little wifer. No Parliament 
ever did more to gain their Prince than this. They feemed 
for feveral Years, to have nothing fo much at Heart as 
fecuring his Government, advancing his Prerogative, and fil- 
ling his Cofers. “The Grants they made him were fuch, as 
pafled for Inftances of Profufion in thofe Days; when 
1,200,000 /, a Year for thg Civit List, the FLEET, the 
Guarps and GARIsons, and all the ordinary Expences 
a the Government was thought an exorbitant Sum; how 
ittle a Figure foever it would make in our Times, when 
two thirds of that Sum, at leatt, are appropriated to the Ule, 
of the Civil Lif? fingly, But all this was to no Purpofe ; 
a firegn Interef? prevailed ; a Cabal governed ; and fometimes 
the Cabal, and fometimes a Prime-Minifter had more Credit 
with the King, than the whole Body of his People. When — 
the Parliament {aw that they could not gain him over..to 
his own and their common Interef ;..nor prevail on him, 
by Connivance, Complyance, {nd other, gentle Methods ; 
they turned themfelves to fuch as were rough, but agree- 
able to Law and the. Cuftom of Parliament, as well as pro- 
portionable to the Greatnefs of the Exigency. toa 
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loft their Temper, on fome particular Occafiont, muft not 
be denied. ‘They were Men, and therefore frail ; but their 
Frailties, of this Kind, proceeded from their Love of their 
Country. They were tranfported when they found that 
their Religion and Liberty were conftantly in Danger from 
the Intrigues of a Popifp Faétion; and they would have been 
fo tranfported, no doubt, if Liberty alone had been Attacked 
by a Protefiant Faétion. ‘Then it was, that this High- 
Church Parliament grew favourable to Prote/tant Diffenters, 
and ready to make that juft Diftinction, fo long delayed, be- 
tween them and Popi/h Recufants, that the whole Prote/fant 
Intereft might unite in the common Caufe. Then it was, 
that this Prerogative-Parliament defy’d Prerogative in Defence 
of their own Privileges, and of the Liberties of their Country. 
Then it was, that this pafive Obedience and Non-Refifiance, 
Parliarient went the utmoft Lengths of Refi/fance, in a 
Parliamentary Way; and the neceflary Confequence of the 
Steps they made, in this Vay, muft have been Re/i/ance in 
another, if the King had not dropt his Miniffers, retracted 
his Pretenfions, redrefled fome, and given Expectation of re- 


dreffing other Grievances. In fine, this Penfioner-Parliament, 


as it hath been ftyled, with fome Corruption in the Houfe, 


and an Army fometimes at the Door of it, disbanded the 


Army in England, and protefted againft the Adiitia, fettled 
in Scotland by A& of Parliament, and appointed to march 
for any Service, wherein the King’s Honour, Authority and 
Greatnefs were concerned, in Obedience to the Orders of the 
Privy Council, That I may not multiply particular Inftan- 
ces, they not only did their utmoft to fecure their Country 
againft immediate Danger, but projected to fecure it againft 
remote Danger, by an Exclufion of the Duke of York from 
the Crown, after they had endeavoured ftrenuoufly, but in 
vain, to prevent his entailing Popery more eafily upon us by 
his Marriage with a Popifh Princefs; for he had declared 
himfelf a Papiff with as much Affe@tation, as if he expected 
to grow popular by it; had already begun to approve his 
Zeal, and exercife his Talent in Converfions by that of his 
firft Wife; and was notorioufly the Agent of Rome and of 
France, in order to feduce his Brother into ftronger Mea- 
fures than King Char/es was willing to take. King Charies, 


to ufe am Expreffion of the Lord Hallifax of that Ages 
would trot ; but his Brother would gallop.

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Honour of this Parliament, I cannot hear it called the Pen- 
foner Parlizment, as it were by way of Eminence, without 
a Degree of honeft Indignation ; efpecially in the Age in 
which we live, and by fome of tho, who affeé the moft 
to heftow upon it this ignominious Appellation,  Pen/fons 
indeed, to the amount of fevenx, er echt Theujand Pounds, 
as T remember, were difcovered to have ‘been civen to fome 
Members of the Houfe of Commons.

with, But the AZalecontents, as they go greater Lengths than

| T has been faid, that notwithftanding the War is actually 
begin on the Side of France, yet that Court will not be 
backward to give ear to reafonable Propofitions for a Peace ;

Rome and ITAvy. 


‘HE Germans in the Milane/e have thought it their beft 
T Courfe, tho’ how much sean their Will is eafily con- 
ceived, to make a Sacrifice of that Dutchy to keep the — 
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tuan. Upon the firft Approach of the Troops of France 
and Piedmont the Government retired with the utmoft Preci- 
pitation to Przzighitene and Mantua, the only two }'laces the 

flatter themfelves with being able to hold, ’till the Arrival of 


the 30000 Men, which they are in Expeétation of from 


Germany. They believe the Enemy will hardly make any 
attempt upon Mantua, the Situation of it, on a Lake of the 
fame Name, encompaffed by a marfiy Ground, excepting 
fome narrow Avenues, rendering it aimoft impregnab'e, and 
betides, as well the Town as the Citadel are regulirly forti- 
hed, and have now a Garifon of 6000 Men. 

The King of Sardinia departed from Turin on the 2cth of 
October, and arrived the fame Day at 7 :eevanz, where, his 
Army being united with that of Fraxce, he made two De- 
tachments of Troops toinvett Zoriona and Novara, whilft he 
himtcif, with a third Body marched towards Pavia. He no 
fooner arrived near that Place, than a Deputation met him, 
and brought him the Keys of the City and Caftle, three 
Battallions of Imperial Troops having quitted it, and left 35 
Canon, with a great Quantity of Ammunition behind them. 
That Prince foon after received a Deputation from the Senate 
and City of Adilan, upon which he detached the Marquis de 
Coigny with g000 Men, to take Poffeffion of that Capital, 
and to form the Blockade of the Citadel, as he had before 
detached the Marquis d’Aix to command in Pavia. This

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GERMAnY. 


THE Court of Vienna is now chiefly thoughtful of getting 
together a confiderable Army to fend into Italy. Ac- 
cording to the Plan, which is handed about there, it will 
confift of 47 Batallions, Companies of Grenadiers, 120 
Squadrons, and 3000 Huffars, under the General Command — 
of Count Avercr, tho’ others will have it that the old Count - 
Stabremberg is to command in chief, and Count Merci under 
him. Befides the new Augmentation of zoco° Foot, there 
will be 10 or 12 entire new Regiments raifed, two of Dra- 
goons, andthe r-{t of Infantry. 
From Drefden we have Advice, that fevcral Regiments 
of Saxon Horfe and Foot are upon their March towards 
AKargain Poland, whither the new King will f{pcediiy ‘ol- 
low, all Preparations for his Departure being now finifhed. 
His Majefty will keep in the Imperial Dominions, ’til! he is 
within 12 German Miles of Cracow. The grand Deputa- 
tion is not to compliment him till he arrives in the Poli 
Dominions, but from Yirnewitz, where they are to wait 
for him, after having performed the Ceremony of receiving 
him as King, in the Name of the Republick, they will ac- 
company him to Cracow, where he is to be crowned. 

The Imperial Army, which is to ferve in Germany, under 
the Command of Duke Mbert of Beveren, is already pafled 
Ratisbon, in their March towards Norlingen, defigning to 
poft themfelves at V/m: and the Emperor’s Army, which 
has been encamped in Si/efia, being now no farther neceflary 
there, will foon be ordered to follow them. | 

‘The French Army, under the Command of the Marfhal 
Duke de Berwick, encamped lately at Stolhoffen, but we 
don’t hear, with any Certainty, whether they defign to un- 
dertake any thing fasther, or will be contented for this Cam- 
paign, with the taking of Fort Keb/. The latter is moft 
probable, becaufe our laft Advices mention the Cavalry 
marching into feveral Garifons near Stratzburg, and the 
Infantry being about to form there Camps along the Rhine, 


one at Ach/, and the other two at Fort Jouis and Huninger, 
which are to have Redoubts of Communication, and Lines 


to cover them. 


POLAND 
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Potann, SwEDEN, and the NoRTHERN Powers. 


AS we hinted in our laft, the Advices from Poland, from 

which ever Side they come, are very uncertain. Some 
Letters from WVarfaw, by the Way of Dantzick advife, that 
a Party of the Poli/h Army, under the Command of the 
Regimentary Potocér, had fallen upon the Ruffians near that 
City, and killed 4000, but our Letters by way of Saxony, 
make no mention of this Rencounter. The Regimentary’s 
Army, which has been lately reinforced with four Regi- 
ments, is now faid to be 3z000 Men. _ 

King Staniflaus has publifhed a Manifefto to engage the 
Nobility of Poland to take up Arms for the Support of the 
Laws and Liberties of the Republick: and the Primate has 
publifhed another Manifefto to juftify his Conduét, wherein 
he gives a very particular Account of all the Circumftances 
of the Election, as a Refutation of what hres been laid to his 
Charge by the Opponents. The Stile of that publifhed by 
the King, has been very much taken notice of for fome 
Expreffions, which plainly fhew the Candour and Humility 
of that Prince. We fhall inftance only two or three, which 
will give our Readers a fufficient Idea of the Truth of 
what has been obferved of this Prince’s Character. The Po- 
lifh Grandees, (fays he) whofe Unhappinefs it is to have formed a 
Party againft us, cannot be imagined depraved enough of them- 
felves to be the Authors of their Country’s Ruin; No, they are 
but the mifguided Inftruments of Foreign Councils. And again : 
what an horrid Afpee does the lateCounter-Eleéion appear? 
in vain did the Opponents endeavour to get Poffeffion of the ufual 
Field of Ele&ion: Heaven would not allow that. 10, they 
were forced to have Recourfe toa new Place of Eleétion till now 
mot known, and a Hall very unbefeeming the Dignity of a Kolo. 
Lhe Bybop who dared impiouf to proclaim a fecond King, has he 
not been guilty of a treble Perjury, as a Prelate, as a Senator, 
asa Gentleman ?---- But it was with the Divine Per- 
onffion.

he refolved to fend it to his Mafter King Staniflaus, but his 


Majefty ordered him to diftribute the whole Sum immediately 
among the Army. There is no Quality which makes Men 
more zealous to ferve a Prince, than his ‘Genorofity ; and it is 
thought that this noble Inftance of a Great Soul and a Con- 
tempt for Money which King Staniflaus has fhewn will do him 
no little Service.

Tl HERE has not been fo great a Demand for any of our
